The Bill to Increase the Number of Federal 
Judges Rushed into Conference, and a 
Fraudulent Quorum Counted. 


WASHINGTON, February 20.—[Special.]—It 
isevident, from the action of the republican 


_Jeadersof the house today, that the ruling 


passion is strong in death, and that the special 
order and quorum-counting methods, which 
characterized the fifty-first session, are to be 
used to wind up the business between now and 
March 4th. . 

Two ‘‘orders” were brought in today to se- 
cure a conference on the federal court bill and 
the bill raising the salary of district judges to 


,000. 

The first bill creates an intermediate court 
of appeals between the district and supremé 
courts, andalso eighteen additional circuit 
judges, and the latter attaches to the office of 
the newly created judges, as well as the old 
ones, a good, fat annual stipend. 

The republicans of the house are deter- 
mined to get both bills on the statute books, 
because they will give the president an oppor- 
tunity to appoint a few of them who will lie 
superfluous on the scene after March 4th to 
comfortable berths. 

The democrats, in order to defeat them, left 
the house, but Speaker Reed, with the aid of 
his corps of clerks and pages, succeeded in 
finding enough democrats in the adjoining

WASHINGTON, February 20.—[{Special.}—The ex- 
ceptional action of the house yesterday in hold- 
ing two distinct legislative sessions on the same 
calendar day gave rise to some confusion this 
morning as to what journal should be read. A 
brief debate arose, during which Mr. Spencer re- 
marked that this proceeding wasinline with the 
unprecedented character of this session. 

Mr: Speaker—The language of the gentleman 
from Illinois during most of this session has been 
of the same unprecedented character. 

The journal of last night’s proceedings was read 
and approved. 

Mr. Flower, of New York, presented the peti- 
tion of H. B. Claflin and other merchants of New 
York, in favor of reciprocity with Canada.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


The Bill Taken Up By the Senate—Argu 
ments for and Against It. 

WASHINGTON, February 20.—On motion of Mr. 
Davis, the senate, after the transaction of routine 
morning business proceeded to the cousideration 
of pension bills umobjected to. There were 130 
pension bills passed in forty-five minutes. Among 
them was one giving a pension of $50 a month to 
the widow of Rear Admiral Steedman. 

The senate then proceeded to the consideration 
of the Nicaragua canal bill, giving a guarantee of 
the United States government to the company’s 
4 per cent bonds to the amount of $100,000,000, 

The bill was read in full, and Mr. Edmunds an- 
nounced that. in the absence of the chairman of 
the committee on foreign relations (Mr. Sherman), 
it became his duty to take charge of the bill. 

Mr. Vest took the floor in opposition to the bill— 
not, he said, from any hostility tothe Nicaragua 
canal, but because he thought it of importance 
what. in considering the pending bill, the relations 

een Great Britain and the Unlted States in 
regard to interoceanic communication across the 
isthmus shoula be considered. It waseasy enough 
to denounce the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and he 
joined fm that denunciation, for he never 
could understand why the United States 
Should go into partnership with Great 
Britain in the management and control of a line 
of transit between the two oceans. He said that 
there was now no difference of opinion between 
intelligent men inthe United States as to the im- 
propriety of Mr. Clayton ever having made the 
enor of 1850. But the question was not as to 
whether it should have been made or not. The 
question before the senate now was as to the atti- 
tude of Great Britain in relation to that treaty, 
and as to what would be the result of the United 
States assuming the treaty not to be in existence, 
and, without any conference whatever with Great 
Britain, proceeding to ma > 4r~ if that treaty 
had never been made. If the senators would 
place themselves in the position of the offi- 
cers of the British government, they would 
appreciate what he said when he declared that the 
question was a most important one to the United 
tates. In the face of the question which he was 
considering, it did not matter as to the public 
opinion in the United States, except as to whether 
the American people would justify war with Great 
Britain 1n order to pass the pending bill. Would 
Great Britain, he asked, be satisfied, when told 
from the halls of congress, that her conduct as to 
Belize had destroyed the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
and that congress might proceed to legislate 
as if the treaty had no existence? He 
didn’t propose to elaborate: that proposition. 
It stood at the threshold of the whole question. It 
was to be determined by the action on the pend- 
ing bill. 

Mr. Vest argued that the bill throughout, from 
beginning to end, goes upon the assumption that 
the United States is to control that canal. 

Mr. Edmunds—Does the senator from Missourt 
think that this bill, as it stands, is a violation of 
any obligation of the United States toward Great 
Britain or any other foreign copntry? 

Mr. Vest—lI think that, unless Great Britain has 
itself abrogated the treaty this bill does. The ar- 

ument of the commissioners report is to the ef- 

ect that the treaty is not in force; that Great 
Britain has thrown it aside by her settlement in 
Belize and her colonies on the Mosquito coast, and 
the bill gives control of the canal to the United 


States, without reference to the Clayton-Bulwer~ 


treaty, or the wishes of Great Britain in the mat- 
ter. I think that that is distinct enough. 

Mr. Vest entered into a long analysis of thé bill 
and argued that interests of the United States 
were sacrificed by it to those of the concessionnaires 
of the Canal Company, who had organized among 
themselves a construction company with which 
the Maritime Company made contracts. 

Mr. Morgan explained that the condition of 
things was one of the principal reasons why the 
committeee reported the bill. Ifthe work had to 
be done by the company, it would cost (as its 


pbonds would have to be sold at 60 per cent, and 
~ / in 
, while under the pending the cost 


would not exceed $100,000,000. So that, instead of 
shippers having to pay $2.50 a ton, they would not 
have to pay more than a dollar a ton. 

Mr. George summed up the latter partof Mr. 
Vest’s argument by an interrogative statement 
to the effect that every cent paid out by the com- 
pany would be paid back to it; that the company 
would be allowed to retain the valuable lands 
(with gold and silver and coal mines); and that 
the government would furnish money to build the 
canal, which would afterwards revert to the com- 
pany. 

Mr. Vest assented, but Mr. Dolph denied the 
correctness of the statement. 

Mr. Davis pores. the bill for the reason, among 
others, that the instrumentalities by which it was 
proposed to have the canal constructed were ob- 
jectionable. It was his opinion that, if the canal 
was to be constructed at all, it should be done by 
the government airectly in its sovereign capacity, 
through its corps of engineers. 

Mr. Edmunds replied to what he called the 
earthquake theory of opposition to the bill. The 
committee had not been oblivious to the 
danger from earthquakes. The committee 
knew that earthquakes occurred in 
Central America, as they occurredin San Fran- 
cisco and Washington and Charleston, 8. C. No 
one had ever hesitated to g° into 
any public work that was deemed useful, on ac- 
count of the possible danger of a cataclysm of 
nature that might overthrowit. He concluded 
his remarks with a general defense and advocacy 
of the bill. 

Without any action upon it the senate, after a 
short executive session, adjourned.

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THE CENTER OF POPULATION 


of South Greenburg, 
Indiana, 

WASHINGTON, February 20.—The superintendent 
of the census has prepared a bulletin giving the 
center of population of the United States, to- 
gether with the movement of the center during 
each decade since 1790. The exact latitude center 
of the present census year is given as 39 degrees, 
11 minutes and 56 seconds, longitude 85 degrees, 
32 minutes and 53 seconds, at a pointin southern 
Indiana, alittle west of South Greenburg, the 
county seat of Dec&tur county, and twenty miles 
east of Columbus. The bulletin says: The center 
of population has clung closely to the parellel of 
the thirty-ninth degree of latitude. The most 
northern point reached was at the start 
in 1790; the most southern point was in 
1830, the preceding decade having witnessed a 
rapid development of population in the southwest, 
Arkansas, Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana 
having been admitted as states, and Florida an- 
nexed ahd organized as a territory. The extreme 
variation in latitude has been less than 19 minutes, 
while one hundred years of record have accom- 
plished the movement of a longitude of nearly 9% 
degrees. The sudden acceleration of movement 
between 1850 and 1860 wat due to the transfer of a 
considerable body of population from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific coast, twelve individuals in San 
Francisco exertiug as much pressure at the then 
pivotal point, viz, the crossing of the eighty- 
third meridian and thirty-ninth parallel, as forty 
individuals at Boston.

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AGAINST FREE COINAGE 


IS THE REPORT OF THE HOUSE 


COMMITTEE. 


A MINORITY REPORT TO BE MADE. 


Efforts of the Silver Men for a Compromise 
Unavailing—The Reports to Be Made 
Today to the House. 


WasuHINnGToNn, February 20.—[Special.J— 
The coinage committee of the house, after 
holding the free coinage bill three weeks, 
today reported it from the committee with an 
adverse recommendation. It now goes on the 
foot of the house calendar, and even if it is 
dislodged and brought to a vote, as it seems 
probable that it will be, the delay has been 
sufficient to accomplish the result aimed at 
the free coinage men from the first, namely, 
to give the president an opportunity to pocket 
the bill and prevent its becoming a law withe 
out actually vetoing it. The constitutional 
limit that the president can hold a bill is ten 
days. Beginning tomorrow, only nine days 


remain between now and March 4th.

Proceedings in Committee. 

WASHINGTON, February 20.—Within ten minutes 
trom the time the hearings were closed on the 
silver question the members of the house coinage 
committee had left the room of the ways and 
means committee, in which latterly the hearings 
have been conducted, and assembled in the regu- 
lar meetiug room of the committee. There was 
practically no discussion in committee, and the 
members proceeded promptly to voting. The first 
vote taken was on the senate bill for the free and 
unlimited eoinage of silver. Onayea and nay 
vote it was decided, by a majority of 8 to 4, to re- 
port this bill to the house adversely, 
with the recommendation that it do not 
pass. Four members in the minority were the 
old free coinage contingent—of the committee— 
Carter of Montana, and Bartine of Nevada, re- 
publicans; and Bland of Missouri and Williams 
of Illinois, yemmocrats. The eight meyibers of the 

‘committee who comprised the majority were: 

Wickham of Ohio, chairman of the committee, 
and Walker of Massachusetts, Comstock of Min- 
nesota, Knapp of New York, Taylor of Illinois, 
republicans, and Tracy of New. York, Wilcox of 
Connecticut and Vaux of Pennsylvania, demo- 
crats. 

Knapp of New York was not actually present, 
but he had given Walker a written proxy author- 
izing the latter to represent him, and his vote was 
Cast against the bill, according to his wishes. 

After the free coinage men found that they 
were defeated on the senate bill, Carter, of Mon- 
tana, moved as asubstitnte for the senate billa 
measure providing for the free coinage of Amer- 
ican product. 

This was also defeated, only Carter and Bartine 
actually favoring it, though Bland’s vote was in 
the committee recorded as in favorofit. In 
casting his vote, Mr. Bland stated that he would 
vote to report favorably a bill for the free coinage 
of American product, but that he would 
do so _ solely for the urpose of 

etting iton the calendar of the house with a 

avorable recommendation, and that he would re- 
serve the right to oppose it on the floor with a bill 
providing for the free and unlimited coinage of

r. Carter next moved another substitute for 
the senate bill. This provided that for the first 
three months after the passage of the act, the sec- 
retary of the treasury shall purchase monthly, in 
open market, 10,000,000 ounces of silver, and that 
thereatter he shall purchase monthly 6,000,000 
ounces of silver, instead of 4,500,000, as is au- 
thorized under the present law. This last motion 
also failed, securing only two votes—Carter ani 
Bartine—the two democratic free coinage men, 
Bland and Williams voting against it. It was then

A resolution was agreed to, giving the minority 
authority to submit their views to the house in 
the shape of a minority report, if they see fit to 
do 80. Nothing was said in committee about 
bringing the bill before the house,and it now goes 
to the foot of the already overburdened house cal- 
endar,with the recommendation of the committee 
that it do not pass. 

WILL BE REPORTED TODAY. 

The silver bill was not reported to the house 
during the day, but Chairman Wickham will sub- 
mit the report of the majority tomorrow. The re- 
port will not go into an argument of the question. 
The silver men generally are disposed to regard 
the action of the committee today as practically 
an end of silver legislation for this congress. An 
effort will very likely be made to have 
the bill acted on by the house, but 
its friends do not express hope of success for 
their efforts. There are, it is said, only two 
methods by which it can be called up. The first 
is by a special order from the committee on rules, 
but thatis regarded as impracticable, as a ma- 

ority of the committee do not favor the: measure. 

he other is by a motion to substitute the silver 
bill for some other bill before the house. There 
is, it is thought, no doubt that the 
speaker would rule such a motion ont 
of order, and a majority vote of the house would 
be necessary to overrule that decision, if the 
speaker should entertain an appeal. 

The silver men have heretofore been defeated on 
motions to overrule the decision of the chair 
against the silver bill, and do not expect a better 
fate next time they make a similar motion. 

There was some hope entertained that the coin- 
age cominittee would report a compromise bill, 
on which most of the che geomet could unite. 
but now that the unlimited free coinage measure 
will be reported with an adverse recommendation, 
it is almost conceded that nothing can be done 
until next congress. 

The anti-silver men are very well pleased with 
the situation, and Representative Walker, of 
Massachusetts, predicted this afternoon that the 
bill would never see light again in this congress. 

While Bartine voted for a compromise proposi- 
tion to make larger oe purchases of sliver, 
he stated that he did so with reluctance and only 
for the purpose of getting a favorable report to 
the house, and that he should feel at liberty to 
vote on the floor for some other silver measure. 

Foster Will Be the Man. 

It is the general impression that the presi- 
dent will not send the name of the next secre- 
tary of the treasury tothe senate until next 
Tuesday. 

Tomorrow the faneral of General Sherman 
occurs, and Monday both branches of congress 
adjourn to celebrate Washington’s birthday. 

There is little doubt, however, that when 
the nomination is made ex-Governor Foster, 
of Ohio, will be the man. The authority for 
this statement is sacred only to thatof the 
president himself. E. W. B. 


THE FUNERAL TRAIN.

Everywhere along 
the trip it was greeted with demonstrations of 
sorrow, scarcely a village station but had its 
Grand Army post drawn up to salute, and at 
many places hundreds of school children 
were also present. Salutes were fired, 
bells tolled, bands played dirges and school chil- 
dren sang. 

At some of the larger towns, such as Newark 
and Denison, where stops were made, veterans 
were permitted to enter the funeral car, but the 
coffin was not opened. A wait of forty-five min- 
utes was given the train at Columbus, during 
which a crowd of about 20,000 people gathered in 
the vicinity, a majority of whom only secured a 

lance of the train at a distance, owing to the 
lockade.

Mr. Happerfield was born in Sommerset county, 
England, in 1831, and came to America in 1850, lo- 
eating in Yorkville two years later.

Yorkville with the famous Jasper Light Infantry. 
He continued in active service until the surrender 
of General Lee, without losing a day from the 

front except on special duty, and all during the 


“War had the reputation among his comrades of 


being a soldier of extraordinary coolness 
and courage. Returning to Yorkville immediately 
after the war, he engaged in the manufacture of 
brick, but finally becoming involved in the un- 
settled financial condition of the times, aban- 
doned the business and commenced to learn the 
marbie-cutter’s trade. In this vocation he was 
éniinently successful, and soon developed into a 
finished workman. He commenced for himself in 
that line in 1869, and, by skillful and judicious 
management and plenty of hard work, accumu- 
lated a competence. Since 1880, in connection 
with the marble business, he has also been mer- 
chandising, and has met with uniform success. 

Mr. Happertield’s wife of a lifetime died only 
last August, and the fact that his funeral took 
place on the day appointed for his second mar- 
riage, was a strange perversion of intentions-- 
that ‘‘man proposes, but God disposes.”’ 

There were no children asa fruit of his mar- 
riage, but Mr. and Mrs. Happerfield adopted a 
boy, to whom the family name was given. That 
boy is now a young man of about twenty-two. It 
was thought that in view of his adoption, and his 
faithful devotion to his foster-father, that he 
would be the heir to the estate. 

But this, it seems, will not be the case.

ALL INA HEAP. 


Collision of Trains in a Tunnel in New 
York City. 

NEw YorK, February 20.—There was a collision 
at7o’clock this morning between two trains in 
Fourth avenue tunnel, at Eighty-Sixth street. 
What is known as the “‘shop,”’ consisting of empty 
cars, was being drawn to Mott Haven yard, when 
for some reason as yet unexplained, it came toa 
stop in the tunnel at Eighty-Fifth street. Train 
No. 10, the New Haven local, which left Grand 
Central depot at 7 o’clock this morning in charge 
of Engineer Lowler, Fireman Goodale and Con- 
ductor George Hutchinson, ran into the rear of 
the standing ‘‘shop”’ train. 

After the collision of the New York Central en- 
gine, ranning light—that is without cars attached 
—ran into the rear of the New Haven train. The 
ffames broke outa few moments after the second 
collision, but they were soon gotten under control 
andthe work of rescue began at 11 :30 o’clock. Five 
dead and seven injured have been removed. The 
injured were taken to the Presbyterian hospital. 
None of the passengers are known to be among 
the killed or injured. They areall believed to 
be employes of the road. Passengers on the New 
Haven train were badly shaken up, but beyond 
some slight cuts and bruises none of them baal 
hurt. Passengers were taken from the train heck 
to the Grand Central depot on the Harlem train 
that was just passing at the time in east tunnel. 

The total number of lives lost is six. Five were 
taken out dead, and one has since died—all rail- 
road employes. Several employes were injured. 
The exact number has not yet been ascertained. 
A number of them were carried home 
as soon as taken out of the wreck. The fire de- 
partment soon extinguished the flames, but both 
tracks of the tunnel were blocked with wreckage. 
The rear car of the shop train was crushed like an 
egg shell from the hind end to the middie, and 
here is where the deaths occurred. Nobody on 
the New Haven passenger train was injured, even 
by the engine which ran into the rear. The latter 
was derailed and burst both cylinder heads. 


TWO FREIGHT TRAINS COLLIDE 


Resulting in the Death of Two Men and 
the Injury of Others. 

Seuma, Ala., February 20.—{Special.}—Two 
freight trains collided on the East Tennessee road 
this morning at 2 o’clock, the result of wrong 
trair orders.

THE REPORTS AS TO MR. CLEVE- 
LAND’S RETIREMENT 


FROM THE PRESIDENTIAL RACE 


Are Declared by Mr. Whitney to Be Untrue. 
Hels in the Hands of His Party, but 
Will Not Trim His Opinions. 


WasHINGTON, February 20.—[Special.]— 
The Post today printed, with great promi- 
nence, a story that ex-President Cleveland had 
informed intimate friends that he would not 
be acandidate for renomination, and that 
nothing could shake his resolution. 

The story caused considerable comment, but 
was generally regarded as neither plausible 
nor ingenious. 

Itis understood that a distinguished demo- 
cratic senator is authority forthe statement. 
This senator has stated that Mr. Cleveland 
told him that he would not again be a candi- 
date. Itisnot known that this senator has 
seen Mr. Cleveland lately, and it is likely that 
this conversation occurred some time ago. It 
is regarded as likely, also, that the senator gave 
too broad an interpretation to Mr. Cleveland’s 
assertions. 

NOT FROM FRIENDLY SOURCES. 

The report does not come from sources par- 
ticularly friendly to Mr. Cleveland, and, of 
course, the anti-Cleveland men seize upon the 
story with great eagerness. Mr. Cleveland's 
closest friends in congress, however, know 
nothing of any purpose on his part to decline 
the nomination, and do not believe the story. 

Mr. Tracy, of New York, had a personal 
letter from Mr. Cleveland within four days. 
No reference is made in it to any purpose on 
the part of the writer to withdraw from the 
field of presidential possibilities, though the 
character of the letter gives opportunity for 
such an ayowal were it in his mind. . 

IN NO MAN’S WAY. 

On that subject he says merely that if a 
majority of his party are opposed to him, he is 
standing in no one’s way. This may indicate 
an indifference as to the result, but it certainly 
gives no indication of a purpose to place him- 
self out of the reach of his party if they want 
to nominate him. 

Mr. Tracy is one of Cleveland’s close friends, 
and he would be very apt to know as soon as 
any one of such a purpose on the part of 
Mr. Cleveland. He said today that, 
while he did not know positively 
that the story was not true, he 
did not believe it. Hesaid he did not think 
that Mr. Cleveland was at all eager for the 
nomination, but felt positive that he would 
not decline the nomination if offered to him. 
Somé time ago Mr. Tracy said Mr. Cleveland 
had an idea of taking himself out of the field, 
but his friends pointed out to him that his 
duty would be to obey the commands of his 
party, and he had agreed not to withdraw his 
name, but let the future shape itself. 

It is well known by Mr. Cleveland’s friends 
that he will not seek the nomination; that he 
will not trim his opinion from time to time to 
catch the prevailing breeze, but they do not 
think he can withdraw his name from among 
those from which the candidate must be 
chosen in '92.

A Thrilling Story Told by. Their Captors in 
Branswick, “> 


Bruwswiok,. Ga. February 20.—[Special.}— 
Brunswick is in an uproar of excitement tonight, 
over the killing of C. Jordan, a well-known mer- 
chant, at Frazer’s crossing, on the East Tennessee 
road, fifteen miles from Brunswick, and the sub- 
sequent capturing of two negroes, Wesley Lewis 
and Henry Jackson, who, after being jailed here, 
confessed their crime, and also to having held up 
and robbed Hudson and Fitzgerald here some 
nights ago. 

G. G. Wright, Jr.,and John Brown, of Ster- 
ling, assisted by a negro, Turner, captured the 
murderers, and the story as told from their lips 
is thrilling. Wright said: 

“About 4 o’clock this afternoon I was sitting in 
my store at Sterling, when Turner drove 
up, and raising a bloody billet of wood trom the 
buggy seat, exclaimed, ‘Mr. Jordon has been mur- 
dered, and I want you to capture the men.’ ” 

Then Wright and Brown jumped for their rifles. 

Turner said that he was driving by the Jordans 
store, when a negro named J. W. Frazer yelled to 
him that Jordan was being killed. He saw two 
negroes run from the store and, alighting, he saw 
Jordan lying in a pool of blood. He secured the 
club and hastened for help. Looking ahezd, 
Wright spied two men, and Turner dentitied 
them. Hurrying back to the store, Wright and 
Brown hid, and when the negroes got 
inside, they jumped: to their feet and covered 
them. They were searched and a pistol found on 
one. While searching them, one sprang for a 
rifle, but Wright throttled him and he succumbed. 
The down-coming Brunswick and Western pas- 
senger train was flagged, and we arrived here 
safe. The negroes were chained by their necks to 
one another, and tied with ropes to Wright and 
Brown, who walked oneach side with Winches- 

rs. 

They denied being the men, but when pressed 
tonight, Lewis broke down, and confessed all 
about killing Jordan, and robbing Hudson and 
Fitzgerald here. Lewis confessed that the police 
were too hot for them here, and they reached 
Frazer’s on foot. There they decided to rob Jor- 
dan, but he showed tight, and they killed him, 
and then searched his clothes and the store, but 
found no money. They were scared away by 
Turner and Frazer. Itistbought they intended 
to rub Wright's storethe same day. Both are 
desperate men, and have just finished doing time 
on county chaingang, Lewis being up for assault 
and battery, and Jackson for stealing. 


A CARELESS STRANGER,

For 
seven generations the ancestors of Joe Brown 
have been restless, aggressive rebels 
—for a“ longer time the Toombs 
have been dauntless and intolerant followers of 
the king and kingliness. At the siege of London- 
derry—the most remarkable fasting match beyond 
pane ed ning and James Brown, grandpa- 
rents of the James Brown who came to America, 
and was grandparent of Joe Brown—were within 
the walls, starving and fighting for William and 
fary;andl have no doubt there were hard- 
riding Toombs outside the walls, charging 
in the name of the peevish and unha 
James. Certuin it is that forty years before 
direct ancestors of General ‘Toombs onsthe 
Toombs estate were hiding ~~ King Charles in 
the oak at Boscabel, where, I have no doubt, the 
father and uncles of the Londonderry Brown, with 
cropped hair and severe mien, were 
proguing about the place with their pikes, 
searching every bush, in the name of 
Cromwell and the psalm-singers. From these 
initial points sprang the twostrainsof blood— 
the one affluent, impetuous, prodigal—the other 
slow, resolute, forceful. From these ancestors 
came the two men—the one superb, ruddy, fash- 
ioned with incomparable grace and fullness—the 
other pale, thoughtful, angular, stripped down 
to brain and sinew. From these opposing 
theories came the two types—the one patrician, 
imperious, swift in action and brooking no stay— 
the other democratic, sagacious, jealous of rights, 
and submitting to no imposition.

George, for that revolt was kingly of 
itself, and the Virginia cavaliers went into it with 
lovelocks flying and care cast to the winds, feel- 
ing little of the patient spirnt of James Brown, 
who, by his Carolina fireside, fashioned his re- 
monstrance slowly, and at last put his life upon 
the issue.

AS TO TRADE. 


Dun & Co.’s Report of Business The Past 
Week. 


New York, February 20.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: The tone of reports 
from other cities is generally favorable, though 
there is some complaint of collections at the south 
because cotton is held back for higher prices. 
Trade isdullat Memphis and Atlanta and fair 
only at New Orleans. The prospect is bright at 
Savannah, and trade is of good volume, in spite 
of bad weather at St. Lonis, and fairly healtby at 
Kansas City.

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A Word to Some Mugwump Friends. 

We think The Boston Herald and other 
mugwump newspapers are mistaken in their 
sstimates of the probable results of Mr. 
Cleveland’s anti-silver letter. They count 
the south for Mr. Clevelaud in any event, 
and this is a mistake that cannot be too 
quickly corrected. That the south would 
have been for Mr. Cleveland if he had de- 
clared for free coinage is unquestionably 
true, and, until he wrote his letter to the re- 
form club, there was a good deal of anxious 
doubting and hoping on the subject in this 
section. The letter, however, settled mat- 
ters. : 

The Herald and its mugwump contem- 
poraries should bear in mind that the situa- 
tion in the south has undergone an almost 
complete change since 1888. The farmers, 
who have heretofore taken but a careless 
and an indifferent interest in current politics, 
have suddenly changed their attitude. They 
are no longer indifferent. They are actively 
engaged in politics, and they are organized. 
It may be said, indeed, that the democratic 
alliancemen. have practical control of the 
political situation in the south. 

Now, the point to which we desire to call 
the attention of The Herald and its mug- 
wump friends is this: These democratic 
alliancemen and farmers, who have practical 
control of the political situation in the south, 
are for the free coinage of silver. With 
them, as with a large majority of other 
democrats, it is a test question, and it is one 
of the most important principles of their 
platform. These free coinage men are in 
earnest in their views—quite as earnest, as 
conscientious and as honest as Mr. Cleve- 
land. They believe that the issue is a vital 
one, and that if it is abandoned for any 
cause the democratic party will meet defeat 
and disaster in the next campaign. 

They have, however, no complaint to 
make against Mr. Cleveland. They still 
have a high regard for him. They admire 
the courage and candor that enabled him to 


“set aside the arts of the ordinary politician, 


and to give the country his views at a time 
when there were hints and rumors to the 
effect that a further study of the question 
had caused him to modify his ideas. 

Yet we can assure The Herald and 
others that any hope tha* the free coinage 
éemocrats of the south are likely to send 
gold-bug delegations to the next. democratic 
convention is wild and visionary. The south 
thoroughly understands the fact that Mr. 
Cleveland is no longer a candidate. 


The Bottled General. 

The announcement of the early publica- 
tion of General Ben Butler’s autobiography 
will excite public curiosity. 

In this book the general will tell the story 
of his rise from the trade. of seating chairs 
to a prominent place in the legal profession, 


- a generalship, and congressional and guber- 


natorial honors. He will describe the cut- 
ting of the Dutch Gap canal, and the mili- 
tary or unmilitary conduct in Louisiana, 
which caused Jefferson Davis to offer a re- 
ward for him dead oralive. But will the 
book give a full account of the way the gen- 
eral got ‘‘bottled up’’ at Bermuda Hundreds? 
Butler started out in 1864 with 30,000 troops 
to surprise Richmond and Petersburg. 
Reaching the turnpike road between the two 
cities, he was fiercely assailed by the 
confederates and driven back to the cover of 
his gunboats, at Bermuda, where his con- 
dition was so ridiculous and helpless that 
Grant described it as ‘‘bottled up.’’ 

During the war Butler insulted, worried 
and annoyed southerners not a little in the 
territory occupied by him. Still, he was not 
bloodthirsty. There isa humorous side to 


_ his hature, and it is always coming out un- 


expectedly. Recently he has taken an in- 
terest in southern development, and but for 
other engagements he would have accom- 
panied the party of New England capitalists 
now visiting Tallapoosa and other points of 
interest in this region. 

The old fellow thoroughly realizes the 
fact that the war is over,and the evidences 
of southern progress and prosperity not only 
gratify him, but lead him to predict still 
greater things for usin the future. What- 
ever our old foeman’s mistakes may have 
been in the past, he has of late years shown 
a disposition to make amends, so far as he is 
able. This is something.

Europe on Sherman. 

The New York World, with characteristic 
enterprise, has used the cable to secure the 
opinions of Europe's gréatest military men 
concerning General Sherman. 

Lord Wolseley places the dead general at 
the head of all the northern commanders as 
a strategist. He says that he, in common 
with English military men, regards Lee as 
the greatest genera] of his time. Sherman, 
he thinks, should be ranked next to Lee. 
Other British generals and colonels agree 
with Lord Wolseley. 

In Germany Von Moltke expresses the 
opinion that Sherman was in all respects an 
excellent commander, whose military suc- 
cesses are sufficient evidences of his genius. 
Von Estorff, of the German war depart- 
ment, says: ‘‘Shermanis regarded in the 
military circles of Germany as one of the 
most distinguished generals of modern times, 
not only in designing, but in carrying out 
most daring schemes.”’ 

In France General de Galliffet, the hero 
of the Franco-Mexican war, says: 

‘‘General Sherman was a great warrior 
and the cleverest tactician revealed during 
the American war. He was the one who 
applied for the first time the principles of 
modern war. He saw the part to be played 
by railroads in the rapid concentration of 
troops.’ The Count of Paris does not hesi- 
tate to pronounce Sherman the highest rep- 
resentative of the generation of officers 
trained in the new school of warfare. 

Von Waldersee, Dom Pedro, General 
Vernoy, and many other famous men concur 
in these opinions. 

The verdict of Europe cannot fail to in- 
terest our people. Doubtless, if further ex- 
pressions had been obtained as to the great- 
est living American general the military men 
across the water would have centered upon 
Joseph E. Johnston as the man. 


It Is Reform or Ruin. 

The St. Louis Republic emphasizes our 
arguments in favor of tariff and currency 
reform by calling attention to the fact that 
the people last year had to pay the federal 
government taxes amounting to at least 334 
per cent of the total amount of money in 
circulation. 

A simple statement of this astounding fact 
is enough to put the country on notice that 
there is danger ahead unless we resort to the 
proper remedies, ” 

The recent financial stringency is fiable to 
be repeated any year under such conditions. 
No country can look forward to continuous 
prosperity when its government demands of 
the people each year taxes equaling one-third 
of the entire amount of money in circula- 
tion. Our contemporary gives the following 
figures: 

The government took from the people in 1890 for 
“government purposes,” real and alleged, $403,- 
000,000. 

The total amount of money in circulation for 
1889 isstated by the United States treasurer at 
$1,387,000,000—undoubtedly largely an overesti- 
mate. It has been reduced as much as $600,000,000 
in estimates offered on the floor of the senate. 
The Commercial and Financial Chronicle has as- 
serted that it included at least $279,000,000 of gold 
that cannot be accounted for in circulation, but in 
the estimate above we deduct only $187,000,000, 
leaving in the rest of the unaccounted-for coin 
the bank reserves, fractional paper notes and all 
other amounts that are theoretically current, 
whether actually so or not. 

On the exaggerated estimate of a total circula- 
tion of gold, silver and paper reaching 1,200,000,- 
000, the taxes, if $400,000,000 for 1890, are one-third 
of the gross amount of the alleged total of circu- 
lation. 


With an extravagant and reckless govern- 
ment squandering money so rapidly that our 
big surplus has already vanished, leaving a 
deficit in the treasury, expending in a single 
year for pensions alone 124 per cent of our 
present circulation, it is easy to see why such 
crushing taxes are levied on our labor and 
commerce, It is also plain that, when our 
taxes take up in three years the whole 
amount of the money in circulation, we are 
in danger of a disastrous crash, whenever it 
suits a few Wall street money kings to put 
their heads together in a conspiracy against 
the business interests of the country. 

When a little thought is given to the situ- 
ation it becomes painfully apparent that it 
will not be safe to subordinate free silver 
coinage to tariff reform. In this fight tariff 
and financial reform must go together. We 
must obtain both. No half-way success will 
do. A complete victory is the only thing 
that will save us from the wreckers. 


How McKinleyism Works, 

The promises of more work and higher 
wages, made by the advocates of the McKin- 
ley tariff, are being broken every day. 

It is bad enough for workingmen to have 
their living expenses increased 15 per cent 
by the tariff, but it is worse to have their 
wages reduced. 

The New York Times prints a list includ- 
ing recent reductions by the Bethlehem Iron 
Company, the Pottstown Iron Company, the 
Buckeye Mower and Reaper Works, the 
Brooks Iron Company, the Ellis & Lessig 
Steel and Iron Company, the Sturtevant 
Blower Works, the Paterson rubber facto- 
ries and the Trenton Pottery Works. These 
are all before the 6th instant. Since that 
date over 10,000 coke workers in Pennsylva- 
nia have been onastrike against reduced 
wages; the Southern Steel Company has 
cut wages 10 per cent for all receiving more 
than $1 a day; the hatmakers in Methuen, 
Mass., have been cut 25 per cent; the opera- 
tivesinthe Bates mills at Lewiston, Me., 
have been cut 3 per cent; the employes of 
the Jacksonville Underwear Company have 
struck against a reduction, and reductions 
have been ordered for the miners at Evans- 
villeand Huntingburg, Ind.; the Emma 
Blast Furnace at Cleveland, the Smithville 
Cotton Mills, of Connecticut, and the ribbon 
weavers of the Adelaide Silk Mills, at Allen- 
town, Pa. 

The list is incomplete—it is only a frag- 
ment—but it tells the story.

The Question, “Who Ordered the Fireworks 
for the Senatorial Jubilec?” Raised—A 
Judgment Against The Journal. 


A case of some little interest, recalling the 
night after General Gordon’s election to the 
senate, was up yesterday before Justice Man- 
ning. 

The amount involved was $87.61. 

The litigation is recorded on the justice 
court dockets as Adam E. Walf vs. The Jour- 
nal Publishing Company. 

The result was a judgment for the plaintiff. 

The testimony was conflicting, and the de- 
cision was not reached without some abrupt 
and some ludicrous incidents. 

The question was: Who ordered the fire- 
works for the Gordon celebration atthe ar- 
tesian well ? 

IT SEEMED UNDERSTGOD THEN. 

It was generally understood then that The 
Journal ‘‘stood treat’’ for the fireworks. 

The selection of speakers, the get-up of the 
transparencies, and details as to the applause 
and calls for speakers, all evidenced this gen- 
eral impression. 

The general acquiescence of the crowd in the 
programme mapped out, and passive recogni- 
tion of certain leaders, was acknowledgment 
of the rights one has, as regards a fireworks 
jubilee, when one pays for them. 

It will be remembered that this evident gen- 
eral impression, that The Journal was paying 
for the fireworks, was not denied or discounte- 
nanced. Onthecontrary, the opposite was 
the case. 

The rights one has, in a jubilee celebration, 
when one pays for the jubilee, were exercised 
to the limit. 

But when the bill was presented— 

THE CASE YESTERDAY. 

This is the evidence in court: 

Just after the announcement of the result of 
the election, Mr. P. H. Snook went to The 
Journal editorial rooms. 

Mr. Cabaniss there and then appointed a 
committee, Mr. Snook being appointed chair- 
man, to buy all the fireworks in town and to 
send the bill to The Journal office. 

The other two members of the committee 
appointed by Mr. Cabaniss were Mr. W. A. 
Hemphill and Mr. Green B. Adair. 

Mr. Snook stated positively under oath yes- 
terday that the understanding was explicit as 
to who’should pay for the fireworks. He was 

irected to buy ail the fireworks in town and 
send the bill to The Journal. 

Later, Mr. T. C. Hampton, the real estate 
man, was told by a Journal employe that they 
were going to have a big fireworks display and 
that The Journal was “setting ’emup.”” Mr. 
Hampton accompanied this employe to The 
Journal office, where he was introduced to Mr. 
Cabaniss. It became known that Mr. Hamp- 
ton had had some experience in handling fire- 
works, and he was asked by Mr. Cabaniss to 
assist Mr. Snook inthe purchase of the fire- 
works at the expense of The Journal. 

Mr. Hampton and Mr. Snook then went 
to Wolf’s and selected $84,35 of fireworks. 

Afterwards Mr. Hampton went back alone 
and selected $3.26 more of fireworks, which 
he distributed amongst the crowd. 

In due time the bill was presented against 
The Journal Publishing Company. Payment 
was refused. 

The excuse given by Mr. Cabaniss at that 
time was that “‘he didn’t expect Mr. Snook to 
buy more than $20 or $25 worth. 

Suit was brought. 

The evidence was quite Jengthy—and, as 
stated above, conflicting at times. 

Mr. Hampton wanted to pay the $3.26 
which he had selected on the second visit to 
Wolf’s, and was allowed to do so. 

_Judgement for the balance—$84.35 
interest—was given against 
Journal. 

Mr. W. H. Pope represented the defendant, 

O’ Neill & Frazier the plaintiff. 


INMAN AND THOMSON MAKE A DEAL. 


Richmond and Danville Trains Will Run 
Over the Pennsylvania to Jersey City. 
From The New York Herald. 

It looks as if the Richmond Terminal Company 
has treed the Pennsylvania railroad coon! 

The latter for many years has given the Terminal 
very poorfreight and passenger connections. It 
established through passenger trains from New 
York to the south with the Atlantic coast line of 
railroads as well as quick freight lines, but 
steadily omitted to offer any such service to the 
Richmond and Danville, the northeastern link of 
the Terminal chain. The Little Wizard and John 
H. Inman put their heads together a few weeks 
ago and told the Pennsylvania people that if they 
didn’t care to trade with the Terminal they 
guessed the Baltimore and Ohio would. 

This opened the eyes of the Pennsylvania folks, 
and they saw flitting across the landscape the 
awful phantom of the Baltimore and Ohio road 
and the Terminal system welded into one, 

FRANK THOMSON ON THE ALERT. 

Vice President Frank Thomson, of the Pennsyl- 
yania, at once hada conference with the Little 
Wizard and John H. Inman, at which he learned 
what the Terminal wanted. The ‘‘Wizard’’ does 
not generally hesitate to reach out for whatever is 
in sight, and on this occasion he was not a bit 
modest in defining his wishes. 

The Terminal, these gentiemen declared, must 
have athrough service froms Jersey City tothe 
Richmond and Danville tracks in Washington, so 
as torun itsown Pullman vestibuiled trains right 
through from here to Atlanta and New Orleans. 
This right is given to the Atlantic Coast line, and 
the Terminal would not accept anything less. 

The Terminal demanded fast freight trains run 
on the Pennsylvania in connection with its own 
freights, so that perishable goods might be taken 
through from the section which its roads cover to 
the east. These trains are nowrun over the At- 
lantic Coast line, and the Terminal was going to 
have them too. 

ALL DIFFERENCES ADJUSTED. 

Vice President Thomson, of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, had an important conference with Presi- 
dent John H. Inman, of the Terminal, yesterday. 
They met by appointment at the rooms of the 
Trunk Line Association, No. 346 Broadway, where 
Mr. Thomson was attending the trunk line presi- 
dent’s convention. The discussion was not 
lengthy, but it was understood that the upshot of 
it was a complete reconcilation of the differences 
between the two great railroads and the ruthiess 
slaughter of the exclusive contract with the Bal- 
timore and Ohio bugaboo. 

Arrangements will go into effect as soon as they 
can be pertected for the running of the vestibuled 
trains from Jersey City, and the freight service 
will be amended to suitiMr. Eniman just as quickly 
as the managers of the roads can get down to de- 


tails. 

Mr. Thomson returned to Philadelphia witha 
great load off hismind. Mr. Inman seemed per- 
fectly satisfied, and every one else concerned was 
greatly interested in the thought that Richmond 
and Danville trains are to invade this territory 
and make their appearance for the firsttime in 
the history of either line upon Pennsylvania rail- 
road tracks just across the North river,

Mr. C. M. Nagle, a Former Atianta Man, Was 
® Passenger. 

Among the rs on the ill-fated Sherlock, 
which struck a bridge pier near Cincinnati and 
sunk with several lives, was Mr. C. Nagle, 
until recently a resident of this city. 

He is a very intelligent young manand tells a 
Cincinnati correspondent the following graphic 
Story of the wreck and rescue: 

“We had finished supper, and were grouped in 
the cabin. We had entered before we started, and 
were discussing a strike of the crew. Just before 
Starting, the colored deck hands who had loaded 
the boat asked for an advance in pay from $25 per 
month to $1 per day. This was refused, and they 
were left behind, fortunately for them, and per- 
haps for all on board. | 

“The white porters of the crew and the cook and 
steward's force alone remained on board. Wher 
the crash came there was fearful excitement, but 
most of the passengers and crew procured life 
preservers before going to the upper deck. 

“So fat hs I can judge, ull reached there in 
safety, thovigh it was not more than half an hour 
before the‘water had reached the hurricane deck 
and encroached on its edges. Many of us stood in 
water ankle deep, though all huddied up to the 
center as nearly as possible. Had a full crew been 
on board I do not think the eck would have sus- 
tained us. 

“AS it was, it must have been nearly 10 o’clock 
before the rescuing steamer reached us. It took 
usjaboard and then pushed what was left of the 
Sherlock ashore and moored it. I am told that one 
or two men jumped off and attempted the desper- 
ate task of breasting the flerce current. One was 
the third clerk, and his fate 1s unknown. 

“The body of one lady was passed up from the 
cabin deck. I do not believe she was crushed by 
freight. She was drowned, J think, as no bruises 
appeared on her body anywhere. A child was 
passed up to me from below as I stood near the 
edge of the deck. 

“Minutes seemed hours as we floated down the 
swollen stream, but the behavior of all seemed 
tome admirable. The rescue seems almost mys- 
terious to me, and one of the wonderfully fortu- 
nate things is that the boat cleared the piers of 
the Southern railway bridge after having become 
unmanagable through striking on the pierof a 
bridge half a mile above it.”’
